Stoc kholders 
in the water company will soon lie able 
to eonvert their stock into rush. 

These two cheering facts are line to 
tile action of the city trustees, an¬ 
nounced last week, in voting to pay 
a commission for the sale of the bonds, 
ill effect tile bonds are sold at 95 In¬ 
stead III at par. With the experience 
of other California cities in view the 
sale of till" bonds at that figure seems 
to lie generally regarded as a wise 
move. Some of them, even larger than 
Sierra Madre. have hud to sell at a 
greater discount or let the bonds go 
unsold. 

I'orrance, Marshall & Co., arc the 
buyers ol the *111,111)0 issue which will 
make It possible Lor tile city to buy 
out tile water company. No other 
concern would agree to pay more than 
till and some even refused to console) 
that ligure, giving some idea of tile 
stale of the municipal bond market. 

Tlie city will receive tin* full amount 
of *lll,uuu for the bonds, being pro¬ 
hibited by law from selling below par. 
,iut tile trustees arc advised by the 
■inn of Dillon and Thompson that 
iherc Is nothing to prevent the pay¬ 
ment of a commission. While this is 
paid to tin- third parly, it max Ice re¬ 
garded as going to the purchasers ot 
tin- bonds. The same method lias been 
us<‘d recently by several other elkies. 

Seek Early Consummation 

That the whole bond transaction 
and transfer of the company shall be 
hurried to the earliest possible com¬ 
pletion is the hope of every one con- 
ms ted with the city government and 
the water board. The six months’ ex¬ 
tension which was granted by tile wa¬ 
ter board on the city’s option to pur¬ 
chase was made mo long merely to al¬ 
low for every possible contingency 
which might cause delay . 

The buyers insisted on having litho¬ 
graphed bonds, which will require 
some time for completion. Allowing 
for thut, it Is thought the money Will 
be paid over to the city by the middle 
of November, or the lirst of December 
;it the latest. The amount due the" 
water company' will lie paid over inj- 
.diately thereafter. 

Money for Stockholders 

Disbursement of money to tile com¬ 
pany’s stockholders will probably lie 
commenced as soon as it Is received. 
Some time will probably be required 
for complete settlement of the com¬ 
pany's affairs so that the exact 
amount to he paid for each share ot 
stock cannot lie determined for some 
time. However, It is expected that ns 
large u payment as possible will lie 
made at once, to be pillowed by suet) 
amounts us the closing up of tile com- 
pnny's affairs warrants. 

There is no doubt that the money 
will be thankfully received by a great 
many people Many, in fact, have been 
counting for a long time on turning 
their stock holdings Into cash, being 
disappointed from time by tile several 
delays which have unexpectedly o< - 
culled The present scarcity of ready 
•money will make it all the more xvol- 
cotne That fact had much Inllueiice in 


determining the city trustees and vvu- 
ter board on the wisdom of paying a 
commission on tin* sale of the bonds 
to secure an immediate linal settle¬ 
ment. 

With the piti'clmsc of the water com¬ 
pany's holdings the city will lie in pos¬ 
session of tile entire local water sup¬ 
ply and distributing system, including 
the Baldwin hull' of tile Little Santa 

Anita Water. That is a consul.ation 

which lias I.. devoutly hoped for so 

long that few persons have had t^ie 
interest or patience to follow the long 
and complicated process through which 
It lias come to pass. But every one 
in close touch with tile situation knows 
that municipal ownership is the only 
solution of the water problem and that 
the result will lie worth Ihe struggle, 
for il menus the life of the communi¬ 
ty.

In May. 1913, two-thirds of the mem¬ 
bers of the California Legislature 
voted to put on the ballot at the elec¬ 
tion in November, 1914, a Constitutional 
Amendment giving counties, cities 
and towns the right of Home Rule in 
Taxation. This is the Amendment the 
people are asked to approve at that 
election: 

"Any county, city and county, city 
or town, may exempt from taxation for 
local purposes in whole or in part any 
one or more of the following classes 
of property: Improvements in, on or 
over land: shipping; household furni¬ 
ture: livestock: merchandise; machin¬ 
ery: tools; farming implements; ve¬ 
hicles: other personal property except 
franchises. Any ordinance or resolu¬ 
tion of any county, city and county, 
city or town, exempting property from 
taxation, us in this section provided, 
shall be subject to a referendum vote 
as by law provided for ordinances or 
resolutions. Taxes levied upon prop¬ 
erty not exempt from taxation shall 
lie uniform.” 

Why did the Legislature submit that 
Amendment to the voters? 

First, because the Constitution now 
compels all counties, cities and towns 
to tax all property in the same way. 
Second, because the present tax sys¬ 
tem is not satisfactory to the majority 
of the people. Third, because the 
Amendment gives more self-govern- 
i ment to counties, cities and towns. 
Fourth, because a method of taxation 
that is satisfactor* to one county, 
city or town may not be satisfactory 
to others. 

What does the Amendment for Home 
: Rule in Taxation mean? 

It means that if the voters approve 
! the Amendment, any county, city or 
! town will have the power to make cer¬ 
tain ■ hanges in its method of raising 
money for public expenses if it wishes 
to do so. But the Amendment will not 
compel any county, city or town to 
make a change if the people don't 
want a change. Home Rule in Tax¬ 
ation is what tlie Canadians call "laical 
jijjition in Taxation." 

What Cities and Towns Can Do 

The Home Rule Tax Amendment 
gives each city and town in California 
i the same right to change the tax sys¬ 
tem that it gives to counties. Each 
city or town has so much money to 
raise for its expenses. Under the 
Home Rule Tax Amendment it may 
take part or all of the tax off some or 
all kinds of personal property, and 
take some or all the tax off any or 
all improvements: or it may go on 
taxing all personal property and im¬ 
provements as is now done. Each 
city or county may do as it pleases 
about that if the Amendment is ap¬ 
proved. 

Tlie present tax laws of California 
say that all property must he assessed 
for taxation at "cash value." But the 
law is not enforced because it can't be 
enforced. No assessor in California 
can make a "cash value" assessment 
of tlie goods in a department store, of 
i stock of hardware, of ttie machinery 
in a factory or of a block of houses. 
The assessor makes the best guess he 
can make: hut the law does not tell 
him to gin-ss. He must take an owner's 
word for the value of personal prop¬ 


erty, and the honest man who tells the 
truth pays more tax than the untruth¬ 
ful man. 

Under the Home Rule Tax Amend¬ 
ment, a city or town will have the right 
to be fair to the truthful man, or it 
may keep the present system. One city 
or town won’t have to follow a certain 
tax system just because all other cities 
and towns have that system. Each one 
may make as much or as little change 
from the present system as the Home 
Rule Tax Amendment allows. 

For example, Berkeley may tax per¬ 
sonal property on 10 per cent of its 
value, and improvements on 20 per cent 
of their value; Fresno may tax im¬ 
provements on 100 per cent of their 
value, and may exempt all personal 
property; Eureka may tax personal 
property on 40 per cent of its value and 
may exempt improvements. Each city 
or town can do as it pleases about tax¬ 
ing or exempting personal property 
and improvements if the Home Rule 
Tax Amendment is approved. In that 
way a city or town can get a system tk 
of taxation that is satisfactory to Its 
people, and a county can do the same. ^

WASHINGTON, 1)..C., Oct. 16 .—To 
' prospective avocado planters in South- 
j ern California who may consider the 
advisability of planting avocados on an 
extensive commercial scale, the United 
States department of agriculture offers a 
word of caution. Many varieties of 
! avocado of which a considerable num¬ 
ber have recently been imported from 
without the state, have never fruited 
at any point within the state, so far as is 
; known to the department. For this 
reason their suitability for commercial 
culture in their new environment is still 
a matter of question. 

Experience with young avocado trees 
of certain varieties; principally the 
large fruited West Indian and South 
American kinds introduced i" Southern 
California has up to the present seemed 
rather discouraging than otherwise. The 
newly introduced plant have proved 
considerably more susceptible, to frost 
Ilian some of the Mexican types which 
j have fruited iri California, and during 
the cold weather of January, 1913 , many j 
trees of the West Indian and South ! 
American varieties* were killed in lo- j 
calities where Mexican trees survived, j 
These trees were all young specimens j 
and probably not able to withstand as I 
low temperatures as a mature tree; 
nevertheless past experience has indi¬ 
cated beyond the possibility of a doubt 
that all so-called South American va¬ 
rieties which have been’ tested were 
much more tender than numerous Mex 
ican varieties establishe in the Califor¬ 
nia trade. 

California avocado planters have 
seemed particularly desirous of obtain¬ 
ing a variety that ripen, late in the 
fall. I'lie mere fact, however, that a 
variety fruits in Florida in the fall does 
not necessarily determine that it will 
fruit during the same season in Califor¬ 
nia. Indeed tile different climatic con¬ 
ditions of the two regions might pos¬ 
sibly alter the fruiting season. This is 
known to he the case with several varie¬ 
ties introduced to California from other 

I 

1 regions. 

Numerous varieties of avocado which | 
have originated locally as seedlings are | 
now offered by California nurserymen. 1 
Others have been introduced from the j 
cooler region of Mexico, and give prom- | 
ise of being as well adapted to Califor¬ 
nia conditions as those of local origin, 
most of the local seedlings, in fact, be- 
1 ing the progeny of trees growing at 
various points in Mexico and Guate- ] 

, mala. 

Those who contemplate the establish- j 
ment of a commercial avocado orchard j 
at present would certainly be safer, 
therefore, in planting varieties which j 
they kno.^ to be adapted to California 
! conditions rather than to undertake the 1 
extensive planting of any varieties the ; 
hardiness of which has not been estab¬ 
lished.
